Apocripha,and in great meaſure adding to, and abltracting 
trom the Word ot God, and altering the very mind ot 
the Holy Ghclſt by a molt falſe tran{lation annexed co and 
impoſed with this book : And by reaton of the redundancy 
of holy-day ſervice, a full formal iuperſtition, the very 
foundation thereof (viz.) the ſanttity of thedayes) being 
an iniquiry without any juſt or regular authority,the Church 
being no way commulſtoned chereunto , nor yet to impole 
ſignihcant and edifying Ceremonies in divine Worthip, 
which in this book abound.
